Facts on 
the Severn 

A TALK on the River 
Severn will be entertain¬ 
ing members of Clent 
History Society next 
month. 

Dr Malcolm Dixon will 
be speaking about trows, 
or cargo boats, which 
travelled down the river 
during the early 20th 
century. They were able 
to transport all kinds of 
goods between Shrews¬ 
bury and Bristol and 
along the coasts of 
Devon, Cornwall and 
South Wales.

26 will be held in Clent 
Parish Hall, Church 
Avenue at 8pm. 


DUDLEY Council paid almost 
£225,000 for borough landmark the 
Red House Glass Cone, it can be 
revealed. 

Bosses have previously remained tight- 
lipped about how much they had spent on 
the historic building in Wordsley 

It was snapped up as a springboard for a 
project to link the cone - one of only four 
remaining in Britain - with a new attrac¬ 
tion at the former Stuart Crystal works 
across the road. 

The property register, filed with the Land 


was bought from former owners Stuart & 
Sons in October. The council had previously 
leased the building. 

A feasibility study is currently being 
carried out for the scheme at the site, 
known as the White House Cone, across the 
road. The council and Complex Develop¬ 
ments Ltd, which owns the former crystal 
works site, are drawing up a bid for Euro¬ 
pean funding to bankroll the scheme, which 
would include an underground tunnel 
linking the two sites. 

The total cost of the project would be 
between £3m and £5m, and a bid for up to 
half of that is expected to be made. Repair 
work on the former Stuart 
Crystal shop, which will 
form part of the same 
scheme, is expected to start 
by the summer. 

Dudley council’s director 
of urban environment John 
Millar,said: “We acquired 
the site to secure our posi¬ 
tions as freehold owners of it 
having previously had a 99 
year lease on the cone and 
the buildings immediately 
around it. 

Regeneration 

“The site is a significant 
heritage asset to this 
borough and its acquisition 
gives us much greater secu¬ 
rity on the site, and also 
links in with aspirations to 
further develop the site 
alongside the wider regen¬ 
eration projects in that 
area.” 

The former Stuart 
Crystal glass works was 
taken over by Waterford 
Wedgwood in a £4 million 
deal in 2001. The company 
axed all 220 manufacturing 
jobs at the site. Waterford 
Wedgwood was forced to 
shut the shop on the site 
after they went into admin¬ 
istration.

Pay cut on mileage approved 

PLANS to reduce mileage payments for workers at 
Sandwell Council - in a bid to save £1 million - are going 
ahead, despite threats of a walkout by staff. 

The move means the amount staff who use their cars for 
work can claim will be cut from 65p to 45p per mile, despite 
the increasing price of fuel. Councillors approved the deci¬ 
sion at a meeting of the council despite opposition from 
unions. Workers have claimed the move amounts to “effec¬ 
tively a wage cut” and threaten industrial action.

Dozens of 
walkers have 
headed to 
Saltwells Nature 
Reserve in 
Netherton, 
Dudley, making 
the most of the 
bank holiday 
breaks. 

The beautiful 
blue and green 
displays have 
arrived on time 
despite fears that 
the bitterly cold 
weather at the 
start of the year 
could delay flow¬ 
ering season. 

The ancient 
Saltwells woods 
are managed all 
year round to con¬ 
serve the 
habitat — which 
allows the tradi¬ 
tional British 
bluebell to thrive. 

Lady Dudley 
planted Saltwells 
Wood in the eigh¬ 
teenth century to 
hide the scars of 
coal mining. 


PLANS for a £3 million 
wind turbine in the 
middle of a Black 
Country nature spot 
have been called “unreal¬ 
istic” by opponents. 

Sandwell Council is con¬ 
sidering installing a 200ft 
high structure in Sandwell 
Valley to power 1,500 
homes, but the plans were 
criticised by the borough’s 
Conservative group leader 
Councillor Ray Nock. 

Bosses say if a wind 
turbine was installed in 
Sandwell Valley it would be 
screened by foliage and high 
trees and noise would be 
drowned out by the M5. 

Councillor Nock however 
said: “The only way these 
turbines provide as much 
electricity as is hoped is if 
they are in the middle of a 
blustering gale and that is 
not going to be the case.” 

Flow 

The site is apparently the 
only one suitable in the 
borough which has suffi¬ 
cient wind flow and does not 
affect flight paths or over¬ 
head power lines. 

Another site which was 
considered for a potential 
turbine was Rowley Hills, 
but the area was not 
deemed suitable. 

The scheme is one of a 
number of “spend to save” 
projects put on hold as the 
council battles to claw back 
£75 million in the next four 
years. 

The borough already has 
one publicly-owned turbine 
- a 33ft Air Dolphin turbine 
off Taylors Lane, Oldbury, 
near the tip in Shi das Lane.

SVR winter investment 


SERVICES at Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s Severn Valley Railway 
could be disrupted again this 
winter as further mainte¬ 
nance work is carried out 
along the historic line. 

Officials said they would 
again be investing heavily in 
the railway network at the 
end of the year and the start of 


2012. It has not yet been 
decided where along the line 
work will be carried out over 
the winter months with plans 
to be finalised in the summer. 

Cash for future work will be 
financed from profits with the 
railway working to boost 
visitor numbers after a drop 
last year. 


MILLIONS of pounds worth of fake 
DVDs, cigarettes, alcohol, and toys 
have been seized during trading 
standards swoops in Sandwell in the 
last year. 

Fake iPhones, designer label clothes 
and alloy wheels were found amongst 
goods were worth about £2.5million in 
lost money to the industries involved - 
more than twice last year’s £1 million 
haul. 

The latest haul saw 75,000 cigarettes, 
25kg of tobacco, 652 litres of wine and 111 
bottles of vodka seized. 

Officers also confiscated 6,500 games, 
3,000 DVDs, 300 toys, 600 fake designer 
dresses and 40 modified Xbox consoles. 

The growth of the internet has posed a 
greater challenge for officers as crooked 
traders try to remain “invisible” to the 
authorities. However, forensic analysis 
of seized computers and more sophisti¬ 
cated surveillance has helped the clamp- 
down on dodgy traders. 

The borough’s deputy trading stan¬ 
dards manager Bob Charnley said: “It is 
a constantly evolving battle of wits as 
rogues adapt themselves. 

Forensic 

“We have got to be more and more 
aware of different technologies because 
criminals are getting smarter and using 
the internet to stay invisible. But 
through forensic anaylsis of computers, 
bank accounts and trading activities we 
are getting them, because of the exten¬ 
sive evidence gathering work we do.” 

Intelligence for officers comes from 
test purchases, tip-offs from sharp-eyed 
members of the public and hours, weeks, 
sometimes months, of research. 

The aim for Trading Standards officers 
is to know everything about dodgy 
traders’ ill-gotten gains, to be able to 
understand the full extent of their crimi¬ 
nal activity and prosecute, as well as 
seize fake goods. 

Mr Charnley added: “We have to know 
everything they’ve been doing. 

“Some of these more prolific offenders 
are making tons of money before they’re 
caught and that’s why we have to make 
sure we prosecute them and get all of 
that back for the honest worker.”

LEVELS of care on 
hospital wards in 
Sandwell and Birm¬ 
ingham are falling 
below standards, 
according to a report. 

Increased staff sick¬ 
ness, sliding standards of 
care, high numbers of 
agency staff and rising 
numbers of complaints 
are some of the reasons 
why several wards have 
been declared ‘worry 
wards’ by nursing staff, 
according to a quarterly 
Nursing Quality Report 
by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

The report, written by 
Chief Nurse Rachel 
Overfield, outlines the 
quality of nursing care at 
Sandwell and City hospi¬ 
tals and lists the wards 
she has identified as 
falling below set stan¬ 
dards. 

Flexible 

She states one of the 
major contributing 
factors is the number of 
wards with flexible bed 
numbers. 

Priory five ward at 
Sandwell Hospital has 
had its number of beds 
limited because of con¬ 
cerns about patient care. 

It was put in special 
measures 18 months ago 
over failing standards 
but this was lifted in 
March 2010. 

Lyndon three and 
Newton three wards at 
Sandwell are causing 
concern, along with 
Newton four ward, a 22- 
bedded stroke ward that 
routinely opens to over 
30 beds. 


Feasibility 
study over 
church use 


A FEASIBILITY study has been 
launched into future uses of a land¬ 
mark Dudley church, which closed in 
2002 due to safety fears. 

Campaigners hope St John’s in Kates 
Hill can be opened up to the community 
again and are now asking residents, busi¬ 
nesses and local organisations for their 
views. The study, which is costing £10,000, 
will include an online survey and will also 
look at how much interest there is from 
community groups in using the building. 

Chairman of the St John’s Church 
Preservation Group Deb Brownlee said: 


Bed sore numbers 
tumble at hospital 


THERE has been a 40 per 
cent reduction in avoidable 
bed sores in Sandwell and 
West Birmingham hospi¬ 
tals over the past year. 

The hospitals’ trust esti¬ 
mates this has saved them 
around £500,000. 

A report on nursing 
quality initiatives under¬ 
taken during the past year 
by the trust has found that 
a range of improvements to 
services have brought real 
benefits to patients. They 
say the biggest improve¬ 
ment has been the reduc¬ 
tion of pressure sores. 

The target for 2010/11 
was a 10 per cent reduction 
but between April 2010, and 


February 2011, the NHS 
trust has achieved a 40 per 
cent reduction. 

Spokesman Nick Howells 
said: “Pressure sores are 
both painful and debilitating 
but also require a great deal 
of extra nursing care and 
additional length of stay. 
Another big area of improve¬ 
ment has been a reduction in 
the number of falls by 18 per 
cent between April, 2010, 
and February 2011. 

“An audit carried out in 
February revealed that 
nearly 94 per cent of 
patients were now being 
assessed for falls risk, com¬ 
pared to 43 per cent at the 
start of the year.” 


“This information will be crucial when it 
comes to persuading the Church Commis¬ 
sioners that the building should be fully re¬ 
opened. Potential users could be 
community groups, health specialists, 
private companies, other charities, clubs, 
also perhaps wedding fairs, conferences 
and a wide variety of events such as shows 
and talks.” 

It is hoped the completed feasibility 
study, which is being compiled with the 
help of Dudley firm Oakham Research, will 
be used by the group to attract further 
funding to restore the building. 

The preservation group has been tire¬ 
lessly raising cash to fund 
repairs and work to replace 
the lightning conductor on 
the roof and waterproofing 
the church has begun. 

They hope to open the 
building up a few hours a 
week to help with fundrais¬ 
ing but are still negotiating 
with the insurance 
company. Around £36,000 
has been raised towards the 
lightning conductor, water¬ 
proofing work and the study. 

Work to completely 
restore the building is esti¬ 
mated to cost between 
£750,000 and£lmillion. 

The preservation group is 
also on the lookout for vol¬ 
unteers to help run its drop- 
in centre in the old school 
house in St John’s Road and 
its Saturday stall at Dudley 
Market Place.

Traders 
push for 
shutters 
rethink 


TENS of thousands of 
pounds of damage at 
shops, restaurants and 
takeaways across Dudley 
borough would be 
avoided if the council 
retracted a “ridiculous” 
ban on steel shutters, 
traders claim. 

Business owners in 
Dudley have called for a 
common-sense solution to 
controversial planning deci¬ 
sions banning the steel roller 
shutters used to protect 
their premises after hours. 
Until recently, Dudley 
Council insisted it would be 
inclined to refuse all applica¬ 
tions to install shutters. 

It said they have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the street 
scene and could increase res¬ 
idents’ fear of crime. 

Policy

Amazing circus 
life is revealed 
by father’s tapes 




A CIRCUS BOSS has told of his terrifying escape from 
Nazi Europe in a unique recording of his life story left 
to his Cradley Heath family. 

Lifelong performer James Kayes, who once met Adolf 
Hitler, had to leave behind all the animals, including his 
three most prized horses, when war broke out. 

He recorded the enthralling story on tapes, leaving a lasting 
legacy to his family. His son Tommy Kayes, who worked in the circus 
himself before moving onto fairgrounds, unearthed the tapes earlier 
this year, seven years after his father’s death. 

Tommy, whose own chil-

dren Ross and Scott now 
run the Kidsworld Fun 
Fair which tours 
Sandwell, added: “The 
tapes are fascinating. 

“They were fairground 
people before there were 
rides, they had skills and 
menageries, it was bril¬ 
liant. I am asking a friend 
to put the tapes on DVD to 
preserve the story.” 

Ringmaster and horse 
rider James was born into 
a family of circus people in 
Lidbrook in Mon¬ 
mouthshire, son to 
Richard “Buff Bill”, who 
toured Europe with his 
horse-drawn USA Circus. 

Whirlwind 

James was one of seven 
brothers and also had 
seven sisters, most of 
whom went into the 
circus. His whirlwind life 
story was preserved on 
the tapes in an interview 
for the British Library Archives, left to his 
son. 

He made his ring debut at the age of six, 
dancing and drumming and toured with his 
father’s show. It was as a teenager on a tour 
of Germany in 1933 that performers were 
introduced to statesmen, including Chancel¬ 
lor Hitler. His career was cut short when 
touring with the Jewish Strassburger family 
as the Circus Mikenie in Belgium when 
bombs began falling around their hotel. 

Son Tommy, of Woodall Street, Cradley 
Heath, said: “He managed to escape from 
Ostend on one of the very last sailings with

his brother Johnny, a lion tamer and rider, 
and sister Cissie, a lion, dog and horse 
trainer. He had to lose his best horse, 
though. He was that angry when he got back 
that they’d had to leave the best horses, he 
enlisted.” 

James served in the Royal Air Force for 
six-and- a-half years, making his way up the 
ranks to sergeant during service in Pales¬ 
tine, Crete, Italy and Greece. 

After they were demobbed, brothers 
James and Johnny teamed up again in 1946 
with Major Russell’s Continental Express 
Circus. The tapes recall that a year later, 
James married Yolanda 
Truzzi, making his 
father-in-law William 
Truzzi, former director of 
the Russian State 
Circus. Yolanda, whose 
father had a state funeral 
and whose ornate 
Russian grave features 
lion statues, had her own 
footjuggling act. 

As James and Johnny’s 
reputation as great bare- 
back horse riders and 
performers grew, they set 
up their own Kayes 
Brothers’ Circus from 
1948-1957, working in 
England and Ireland. 
James then moved into 
the fairground world. 

He would return to the 
sawdust ring in the 
1980s in a pink tailcoat 
and top hat as ringmas¬ 
ter for Robert Brothers’ 
circus at the Kelvin Hall 
in Glasgow. “They knew 
his reputation and asked 
him to come out of retire¬ 
ment,” Tommy added. 

In 2001 James 
received a Lifetime 
Achievement Award from 
The World’s Fair. He died 
in 2004, aged 86. 
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Husband took identity

A WOMAN smuggled her illegal immi¬ 
grant husband into the country and 
claimed almost £40,000 in fraudulent 
benefits after he took on the name of a 
dead cousin to hide his true identity, a 
court heard. 

Julie Ledgister, of Dudley, received a total of 
£38,857 in income support, council tax and housing 
benefits from the taxpayer by not revealing her 
husband lived with her. 

The 43-year-old mother admitted the five-year 
scam at Wolverhampton Crown Court and was jailed 
for 18 weeks. 

The court heard that Ledgister, of Ernest Road, 
had married her husband in the Americas in 1996. 
He then entered the country illegally, taking on the 
name of her dead cousin. 

Ledgister fraudulently claimed benefits from 
June 2003 until she was caught in 2008. 

Mr Graham Russell, prosecuting, said the benefit 
fraud only came to light after a Home Office investi¬ 
gation into her husband, who applied for a passport 
under the cousin’s name. 

Recorder Mr Stephen Thomas said that the 
offence had been “fraudulent from the outset” and 
said it was clear there had been no question at all of 
her living in poverty. 

He told her: “What you did essentially was steal a 
large sum of money from the families who pay their 
taxes by going out to work. 

Comfortable 

“You were enjoying a rather comfortable life on the 
back of the money you were not entitled to receive,” 
he added. 

He added that the offences were too serious to 
warrant anything other than an immediate custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

Mr Russell said that when the Home Office discov¬ 
ered the passport application from Ledgister’s 
husband was fraudulent, they alerted the council 
which began to investigate. 

Officers discovered that he had been living with 
her while she was claiming benefits, submitting 
numerous claims for income support, council tax and 
housing benefits from Dudley Council over five 
years. 

He said that her husband had been sentenced at 
an earlier hearing. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said that Ledgis¬ 
ter was a woman of previous good character and was 
in poor health, meaning she would not find it easy 
serving a prison sentence.

AN HISTORIC HALL turned back the 
clock during a living history event to 
give visitors a glimpse into the past.

Staff also took 
people on a guided tour of the hall’s 
historic network of priest holes, which 
date back to the late 1500s. 

During the Elizabethan period it 
was treason to be a Roman Catholic 
priest in England but the hall’s owner 
Humphrey Pakington was a staunch 
Roman Catholic and arranged for the 
hiding places to be built into the hall. 

They were so successful no priest 
was ever discovered. The places of con¬ 
cealment still exist at the hall today 
and visitors are allowed to enter. 

Staff from the hall said the weekend 
of events had been very successful. 

Hall manager Sherida Breedon 
said: “More than 500 people have been 
to the hall over the Easter weekend 
which is absolutely brilliant.”

PLANS for a new £6 million 
centre for Dudley and 
Sandwell’s archives will be 
lodged with council chiefs in 
mid-May. 

Dudley Council has ear¬ 
marked the former Royal 
Brierley Crystal site in 
Tipton Road for the develop¬ 
ment. 

It was announced that 
plans to build the new base at 
the Black Country Living 
Museum had been axed in 
February after land was 
deemed to be unsuitable. 

It is hoped that the centre 
will opened in April 2013. 
Under the plans, the Royal 
Brierley Crystal building will 
be demolished. 


First electric 


THE world’s first electric racing sportscar, made by a Black 
Country firm, makes its track debut in August. Dudley’s 
Westfield Sportscars Ltd, of Dudley Road, Kingswinford, is 
taking customers on a world tour, for six to 10 races in the 
UK, USA and Europe. 

Westfield, which recently signed a £30million-a-year deal with 
Malaysian firm DRB-HICOM, is the first firm to create the high- 
powered racing electric sportscars. 

Managing director Julian Turner said he believed the new kind of 
cars were “the future” of racing driving. “The thing is, there’s a lot 
more torque — you can go from nought to 60 in a much faster time as 
you’ve got instant power, whereas traditional cars are gear-based. 

Shareholders 

“We’ve developed some very clever programming to make this 
possible. It is the future — more and more manufacturers will start 
to create these kind of cars, and we just want to make sure we’re 
ahead of the pack.” 

Mr Turner, aged 33, of Kingswinford, took over in December 2006, 
and has worked to build it up. Unfortunately, he said, he took over 
just before the recession took hold and banks refused to lend to fund 
the project. 

“We had no help from any of the banks at all—no overdraft facility, 
no loans, nothing,” he said. “We were faced with the position where 
we had to find all the funding for this project ourselves, which we

did through our shareholders.” Another problem was legislation. He 
said designers found themselves in the unusual situation of having 
to make the car louder. It’s extremely quiet so we have had to design 
noise into it,” he said. 

“This was to meet health and safety legislation. We carried out a 
test at our site where we drove along behind someone walking, and 
they didn’t even know we were there. Pedestrians quite often rely 


to hit circuit 


on their hearing to tell if cars are there, so we needed to make sure 
there was some kind of noise.” After battling red tape to get cars to 
EU specifications and registered as road vehicles, Westfield have 
sold 70 in the past year. There are two models available to buy - the 
Sport EV, a road car, and the I-Racer. 

Mr Turner said developing technology proved to be the catalyst 
for great things to come. After the unveiling of the car, the 
Malaysian deal got underway and was signed at the beginning of 
this year. 

This will mean the firm will be tripling production, not only bring¬ 
ing £30million a year revenue to the region, including Westfield and 
its suppliers, most of which are based in the Black Country — but 
will also mean the firm will double its workforce. 

Location 

Mr Turner said recruitment of 35-50 new workers would begin 
towards the end of the year, when production is due to begin. 

Expansion will see Westfield move from its current home on the 
Gibbons Industrial Estate, where it has been since 1982, to a bigger 
location. Mr Turner said he would look at staying in the Black 
Country, and in Dudley if possible - but he warned that if business 
rates were not competitive, he would be forced to move elsewhere. 

“We’re a company that’s in the position of being able to move any¬ 
where in the country at the moment,” he said. 

“There are a lot of people who would bite our arm off if we moved 
to their area.”

THE devastated parents of a Black Country 
mechanic who died following a car crash 
today said they hoped his death would have 
a “steadying influence” on young drivers. 

Tim Morris, aged 22, of Turners Hill Road, 
Lower Gornal, died at Birmingham’s Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital on April 13, five days 
after the smash in Tipton Road, Sedgley. 

Fellow passenger and friend, 24-year-old 
Daniel Eales, also died. 

Mr Morris was a passenger in a Honda Civic 
which hit a wall and traffic lights. 

His parents, Colin 
and Elaine Morris, said 
their family had been 
left devastated by his 
death. 

His brother and sister 
are deeply shocked and 
saddened and we draw 
strength from each 
other at this difficult 
time,” they said. 

“Tim was the life and 
soul of any party, his 
infectious, bubbly per¬ 
sonality and caring 
nature earned him love 
from his friends and 
respect from elders. 

“He touched the 
hearts of everyone he 
met. 

“We are proud of our 
son and his achieve¬ 
ments as a mechanic 
and we take some conso¬ 
lation from the fact he 
lived his short life to the 
full. 

“His friends, his work 
and his cars were his 
life, in more recent 
times he had settled 
down and was enjoying 
a caring relationship. 

Serious 

“Passengers in a 
vehicle are very vulner¬ 
able, no-one is invincible 
and we can only hope 
that Tim’s death will 
have a steadying influ¬ 
ence on all young 
drivers. 

He will be in our 
hearts forever.” 

The tribute follows an 
inquest being opened 
and adjourned at 
Dudley Coroner’s Court. 

A post mortem 
revealed Mr Morris had 
died from serious head 
injuries. 

An 18-year-old 

woman, who was also in 
the car, suffered minor 
injuries, and the 21- 
year-old driver was hos¬ 
pitalised with arm 
injuries.

A SHOP worker in the Black Country 
gave more than £1,200 worth of goods 
to customers without scanning them 
at the till, a court heard. 

Sara Legister, aged 19, carried out the 
scam at TK Maxx in the Merry Hill Centre, 
Brierley Hill. 

She passed on clothes and electrical 
items to the customers on three separate 
occasions. Bosses became suspicious when 
they noticed some of the accounts did not 
add up and studied CCTV footage, Mr 
Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told Dudley 
magistrates. 

Store bosses saw her twice “under¬ 
ringing” and “free-bagging” on another 
occasion, he said. 

Under-ringing involves only charging a 
customer for some items from a basket, 
while free-bagging means putting goods 
straight into their carrier bag without 
scanning anything. 

Mr Cooper said the store was now trying 
to recoup the £1,253 value of the goods 
from Legister, of Kirkham Way, Tipton. 

When interviewed after being arrested 
on her 19th birthday, she told police she 
did not know any of the customers 
involved. 

Jamaica 

But she told them the items were being 
sent to “a third party in Jamaica”, Mr 
Cooper added. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defending, said there 
was “more to the situation” but Legister 
had refused to name the people she had 
served. 

Legister, who is due to start a perform¬ 
ing arts degree at London Metropolitan 
University in September, lives with her 
parents, the court heard. 

She had insisted on taking full responsi¬ 
bility for the crime, Mr Vahey said, and has 
since lost her job. 

He said: “She was clearly under pres¬ 
sure from other people to carry this out.” 

The three incidents took place between 
August 2010 and April 15 this year, the 
court was told. 

Legister pleaded guilty to fraud by 
abuse of her position when she appeared in 
court yesterday. 

She was fined £250, and ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 
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Golf balls peril sparks 
row over safety nets

A BLACK Country mother says 
that she is terrified to let her 
daughter play in their garden in 
case she is hit by golf balls from a 
neighbouring course. 

Joanne Thornton-Cartwright, of 
Rowley Regis, said when she bought 
her home next to the course in August 
developers Bellway Homes said golf 
nets would be erected to prevent balls 
from Rowley Regis Golf Club landing in 
their garden. 

She added despite numerous phone 
calls, letters and emails to developers 
work has yet to be done. 

Mrs Thornton-Cartwright said she is 
frightened to let 10-year-old daughter 
Brooke play in the garden of their 
Portway Road home. 

She said husband Andy’s car and the 
PVC frame of a house window have 
already been hit by balls. 

She said: “If someone gets hit by the 
golf balls they could be killed, they 
come over at such a speed.” 

“Also I don’t know who would pay for 
it if one of the windows were smashed.” 

Fencing 

She added: “It is particularly frus¬ 
trating when the weather is nice 
because we are scared to sit out.” 

Golf club owner John Broadhurst 
said: “Since they started building the 
houses three years ago we warned 
them it would be a health and safety 
problem and they said a net or a fence 
would go up. 

“It is their responsibility as the golf 
course was there first. 

“I was there when they said they 
would do it.” 

He has now decided to erect a sub¬ 
sidiary net and look into planting trees 
to protect the houses. 

He said: “It will cost me around 
£7,000, to do it, and it is not my respon¬ 
sibility, it is that of Bellway Homes.” 

Bellway Homes spokeswoman Julian 
Kenyon said: “The erection of any spe¬ 
cialist fencing between the Bellway 
development and the golf course was 
not part of any planning or contractual 
obligation.”

Hundreds interested 
in retirement homes 


MORE than 700 people have 
expressed an interest in moving 
into 204 homes at two new 
retirement villages being built 
in Dudley. 

Housing association Midland 
Heart in conjunction with Dudley 
Council is building a £16million 
assisted living development for 
mature people in Russells Hall and 
an£8million project in Coseley. Both 
are due to open to residents later this 
year and bosses say there is no short¬ 
age of people hoping to move onto the 
new sites which will feature facilities 
like hair salons and a library. 

Councillor David Simms, cabinet 
member for housing, libraries and 
adult learning, said: “The council’s 
partner, Midland Heart is currently 
reaching the final stages in develop¬ 
ing the borough’s first extra housing 
schemes in Coseley and Dudley. 

“Both schemes are on target to 
complete this summer with resi¬ 
dents moving in soon after the com¬ 
pletion.” 

Gym 

He added: “So far, more than 700 
people have registered their interest 
in living at either Willowfields in 
Coseley or Broad Meadow, Russells 
Hall, Dudley.” 

The Russells Hall scheme will 
have 132 apartments and will be 
aimed at the over 55s, while the 
Coseley scheme will be made up of 72 
apartments. 

Both will be run by Midland Heart 
and residents will have access to 
communal facilities, such as a hair 
and beauty salon, a gym and a 
library. 

Dudley residents will be able to 
choose whether to rent, buy or part- 
buy their new property. 

Around 70 jobs including care 
assistants and team leaders to head 
chefs and kitchen assistants will be 
created. Across the borough council 
chiefs want to open five extra care 
housing schemes. 

Talks are currently under way to 
discuss whether the former Cradley 
High School site off Homer Hill in 
Cradley, Halesowen, could be trans¬ 
formed into a third development.

Tablets, apps and 3D were the 
hottest topics across the show. 
There was a lot of interest in the 
budget but good looking tablet 
computers from View Quest and 
Elonex, which aim to make 
tablets affordable enough for one 
per family member rather than 
one tablet per household. 

Gadgets guru Tom Dunmore 
previewed some of the amazing 
applications (apps) coming our 
way and predicted the triumph of 
the Android market across 
several tech platforms. It is cur¬ 
rently mostly used by mobile 
phone users and gives access to 
30,000 apps, from maps to 
barcode readers to games. Fie 
previewed an instant translation 
app which you can hold in front of 
foreign writing, near field com¬ 
munication to find 
items in shops and 
virtual money that 
will make 

phones/tablets 
more like a wallet, 
and just as essential 
when leaving the 
home. 

3D was every¬ 
where, from Nin¬ 
tendo 3D’s no 
glasses required 
gaming, to impres¬ 
sive high end 3D 
TVs and laptops 
from suchas Sony 
and Panasonic. 


Among the quirkier items were 
California’s NeuroSky with their 
Mindwave headset which allows 
the user to interact with a pro¬ 
gramme using their minds, pio¬ 
neering the ultimate form of 
hands-free gaming. The wider 
future of this most sci-fi type of 
tech, based on brainwave 
reading medical equipment, is 
mind-boggling with such proj¬ 
ects as mind-controlled wheel¬ 
chairs being developed. 

And for those who hate hous- 
work, iRobot’s range of vacuum¬ 
cleaning bots, which sense the 
environment around them and 
can do the vacuuming whilst you 
are out, were a welcome innova¬ 
tion.

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Support fire service 
staff sickness shock 


BACK office staff at West 
Midlands fire service took 
almost twice the number 
of sick days as front-line 
firefighters, it emerged 
today. 

While uniformed firefight¬ 
ers took an average of 5.27 
days off sick each last year, 
which was fewer than their 
bosses expected, control staff 
and other workers lost 9.12 
days each. 

The fire service expected to 
lose an average of 5.5 days 
for each worker. 

West Midlands Fire 
Service employs 2,403 staff 
in total and around 2,000 of 
that number are firefighters. 


It means that non-uni- 
formed staff accounted for 
around 3,500 days of lost 
time in 2010/11. 

The overall average for 
staff sickness was 6.15 days. 

An annual plan by the 
service states: “This chal¬ 
lenging target will be 
achieved through better 
understanding and target¬ 
ting of the reasons for 
absence.” 

Losing 

Wolverhampton Conser¬ 
vative councillor Joan 
Stevenson, a member of the 
West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue Authority said: “It is 
surprising that men and 


women out on the front line 
and in a position to sustain 
injury have taken virtually 
half the number of sick days 
of works in what I would call 
the back office. We have to 
try to understand what 
exactly it is that has caused 
this.” 

The fire authority is losing 
£7.7 million from its govern¬ 
ment grant this year fol¬ 
lowed by a further £2.5 
million in 2012/13. It has set 
aside £112m as a budget. It is 
feared that as many as 800 
firefighters’jobs could go. 

The service is getting rid of 
94 specialist roles by reduc¬ 
ing the number of firefight¬ 
ers on duty at some stations.

Hundreds miss out 
on choice of school 


ALMOST 400 children in Dudley have 
missed out on their first choice primary 
school, it has emerged. 

New figures show that 386 youngsters 
failed to secure a spot at their top choice 
school for September. 

Around 90 per cent of children — or 3,145 - 
were allocated their first choice while 95 per 
cent - or 3,357 - were offered a place at one 
of their five preferred schools. 

A further 174 pupils were allocated to their 
closest school because there was no room at 
their preferred schools or no application was 
made. 

Parents had until January 17 to submit 
their applications and can now appeal if they 
do not agree with the decision the council has 
made. 

Dudley Council spokesman Phil Parker 
said: “Around 90 per cent of children were 


offered their first preference school while 95 
per cent of the total 3,531 Dudley pupils were 
offered places at one of their preferred 
schools. 

“This means 174 pupils were offered the 
closest school with a place available either 
because they failed to make an application or 
we were unable to accommodate them at any 
of their preferred schools.” 

Pressure 

The figures have been released after it was 
revealed that hundreds of extra classroom 
places are needed across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire for September because of a 
baby boom putting pressure on schools. 

In Wolverhampton, 339 children failed to 
secure a spot at their top choice school. 
Figures show 88 per cent of children were 
successful in securing their top choice out of 
2,822 applications made to the city council.

Centro 
ringing 
changes 
on buses 

TAXPAYER-funded 
bus services in the 
Black Country have 
changed with some 
scrapped due to low 
passenger numbers. 

Centro has cut the 
amount of money it 
makes available to pay 
bus operators from £8.6 
million to £8.1 million in 
order to lessen the 
burden on councils which 
pay its running costs. 

But some services are 
being extended following 
passenger requests. 

Changes in the Black 
Country came into effect 
from Easter Sunday. 

On the 19 bus the last 
service will now run at 
6pm from Walsall and 
17.27 from Bloxwich 
instead of on the hour up 
to 11pm. 

The 404A will termi¬ 
nate at Blackheath 
instead of Cradley 
Heath. Passengers using 
the 406H West 
Bromwich to Scott Arms 
service will see the 
hourly section from West 
Bromwich to Europa 
Village scrapped. 

The 35 from Druids 
Heath to Aldridge will 
get an extra Monday to 
Friday service at 6.40am 
but the Sunday service is 
being scrapped. 

Replaced 

Peak time services on 
the 439 Smethwick to 
West Bromwich route are 
being reduced. 

The service will leave 
Smethwick at 7.02am, 
8.02am, 4.02pm, 5.02pm 
and 6.02pm, and West 
Bromwich at 7.35am, 
8.35am, 4.35pm and 

5.35pm, and will be oper¬ 
ated by Central Buses. 
The Sunday journey on 
the 908 leaving Bloxwich 
at 5.28am is being 
scrapped and passengers 
will have to take the 10 
from Rushall to Walsall 
instead. 

The 74 will no longer 
travel through Chuckery 
to Walsall. 

The 23 Bloxwich to 
White Horse Road via 
Brownhills will still run 
hourly but the timetables 
will be the same Monday 
to Friday as on Satur¬ 
days, with services after 
lpm on the hour. 


Subsidies stopped 


MEAL subsidies for workers at a Black 
Country hospital will be slashed to 
save £90,000 a year, it has been 
announced. 

Staff at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley get an average of 35 per cent 
off the price of food in the canteen. 

But from May 30 this will be cut to 
an average of 20 per cent. Bosses say 
the move will bring them into line with 
other hospitals in the region and help 
to make savings of £12m in the next 
financial year. 

In a letter to staff chief executive 
Paula Clark said: “The trust and Inter¬ 


serve (the company that runs the 
canteen) are going to reduce the 
subsidy to an average of 20 per cent on 
May 30 in order to release an extra 
£90,000 per year back to the trust to 
help this current financial challenge. 

“It also brings our subsidy in line 
with that given by other hospital 
trusts locally.” 

But one worker who did not wish to 
be named, said staff were disap¬ 
pointed. “It means staff are going to be 
paying more to be at work. People need 
to eat and have no choice but to use the 
canteen.” 
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Jessica arrives 
in a bathroom 

A COUPLE feared the worst when their 
baby daughter was born seven weeks prema¬ 
ture in a bathroom at a Black Country hos¬ 
pital. 

But baby Jessica Atkinson is now a picture of 
health and back safely in her mother’s arms. 

Sarah Davis, aged 34, was about to go home from 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital after it seemed her 
labour pains had been a false alarm. But a routine 
visit to the toilet was more dramatic than expected 
and led to her giving birth on April 9. 

Miss Davis’s partner, Dave Atkinson, 37, said: 
“It’s amazing that out of all that panic we are now 
left with a beautiful little girl.” Doctors spent five 
minutes resuscitating Jessica after she was born, 
as she was struggling to breathe. 

She was then taken straight to an incubator and 
stayed there for eight days. Jessica weighed just 31b 
15oz, but has since gone up to 41b 5oz and is looking 
“much healthier”, Mr Atkinson said. 

The couple, of Bradley Street, Brierley Hill, are 
now focusing on “being a family” and recently took 
Jessica outside in a pram for the first time.

More council staff agree 
to equal pay settlement 


MORE than 500 extra workers 
at Dudley Council have now 
accepted new wage offers, 
together worth more than 
£5million, which have been 
made to settle a long-running 
pay row. 

Dudley Council has already 
settled with 1,937 people at a cost 
of £9.4m. 

The move was part of its equal 
pay offers to bring women’s wages 
in line with men’s. 

And another 1,300 offers worth 
more than £10.4m were made to 
workers at the end of last year. 
Figures show that some 550 of 
that round of offers have now been 
accepted. 

But council bosses have also 
confirmed that two “collective” 


cases, involving 950 workers, are 
being considered at an employ¬ 
ment tribunal. 

Council bosses have urged 
people to think carefully about the 
offers being made, and public 
sector union Unison has been 
monitoring the situation. Union 
solicitors have issued advice to 
people on a case-by-case basis over 
whether to accept offers. 

Offers 

Unison branch secretary Steve 
Beardsmore said: “Union officials 
are working with workers to 
decide what is the best option for 
them.” 

Dudley Council spokesman 
Chris Howes said: “With regards 
to equal pay, 1,301 new offers were 
made during December 2010. 


“Since then 556 offers have been 
accepted at a cost of £5.2 million. 

“There are two collective equal 
pay cases in progress at an 
employment tribunal, with 
another case in the tribunal 
system pending the resolution of 
the first two cases.” 

The two cases each involve a 
group of workers and could be held 
in September say union chiefs. 

They were due to be held earlier 
this year but were postponed. 

Councils across the region are 
attempting to deal with the issue 
of equal pay. The move was 
demanded by the former Labour 
government 13 years ago. 

Wolverhampton City Council 
has set a target of a year in which 
to resolve its equal pay dispute.

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Plans for 
widening 
route go 

PLANS to widen a busy 
road linking the Black 
Country with Birming¬ 
ham have been shelved - 
after £100,000 was spent 
on a business case pro¬ 
posing the scheme. 

Sandwell and Birm¬ 
ingham City Council 
want £16million from 
Government to carry out 
the work on the A457 
Dudley Road, near to the 
junction with Heath 
Street. 

An initial business 
case was turned down 
and the authority had 
hoped to resubmit a 
strengthened case this 
year. 

But exactly when this 
will happen is still uncer¬ 
tain. 

The Government has 
imposed a freeze on 
major capital grant 
transport schemes. 

“The money has not 
been wasted,” said the 
council’s assistant devel¬ 
oper strategy officer 
David Ball. 

“There has been an 
investment. 

“We have got a case 
and it’s a strong case,” he 
added. 

“But we’re in the hands 
of Government.”

How to foil takeaway vandals 


A DUDLEY takeaway 
owner who spent thousands 
of pounds repairing damage 
done by vandals has permis¬ 
sion to instal steel shutters — 
provided he paints them a 
“nice colour”. 

Councillors on the planning 
committee unanimously over¬ 
turned official policy to allow 
Kevin Tsang, the owner of Four 


Seasons Chinese takeaway in 
Enville Road, Wall Heath, to put 
in the roller shutters. 

Mr Tsang welcomed the 
verdict. “I think they made the 
right decision; it means we can 
protect ourselves,” he said. 

“Painting the shutters is 
quite a reasonable thing to ask 
to try and make the street look a 
bit nicer.” 

The meeting heard that the 


takeaway had been repeatedly 
targeted by vandals who 
smashed the front window. 

Damage cost hundreds of 
pounds each time and, in one 
incident in 2008, reached more 
than £2,000 as the frame was 
damaged. A 500-name petition 
from customers had been sub¬ 
mitted in support of the plans. 

Chairman of the committee, 
Councillor Tim Wright, sug¬ 


gested conditions be attached 
meaning Mr Tsang must paint 
the shutters a “nice colour” to 
minimise the “industrial grey” 
look when the shop was closed. 

Ward councillor for Wall 
Heath Councillor Dave Tyler, 
who spoke in support of the 
application, afterwards said he 
was “in shock”. “It’s just bril¬ 
liant news - a real common 
sense decision,” he said.

“We are very frustrated. We have worked 
so hard and all our members are very 
pleased with the work that we do. 

“Dudley has such a heritage in glass making 
and it’s really important to keep hold of that her¬ 
itage.” 

The society received regular funding from the 
Arts Council for six years. It costs around £72,000 per 
year to run, so the cuts amount to more than two-thirds 
of the money it needs. 

The decision came after budget cuts meant Arts 
Council England was forced to make a 6.6 per cent 
reduction in West Midlands spending over four years. 

Connecting 

The society began in 1997 and is based at Broadfield 
House Glass Museum in Kingswinford. It is the largest 
network of glass makers in the UK, with almost 700 
members, and provides vital services for the glass com¬ 
munity by promoting the work of artists and connecting 
them through its website. 

It allows artists to create member profiles where they 
can post pictures, give information about their work and 
supply contact details and links to their own websites. 

The society also promotes online exhibitions where 
artists can put forward pictures of their work, and 
judges pick the best pieces.

“It’s a really useful tool and gives the students the 
opportunity to network and engage with other glass 
makers. It’s a core of information,” he says.

It’s a very 
serious blow to people 
who are the main 
ambassadors of British 
glass. Glass makers are 
resourceful people and 
hopefully the society 
will be able to find 
funding elsewhere.” 

Stourbridge glass expert Graham Fisher, author of 
Jewels on the Cut: An Exploration of the Stourbridge 
Canal and the Local Glass Industry, says: “It’s an unfor¬ 
tunate blow to glass making.” 

The society will now review the services it provides 
and while it hopes to keep the core services, in the short 
term mentoring schemes, travel bursaries and schools 
workshops will not be main priorities. 

But it is looking for alternative funding - and is posi¬ 
tive that all services will resume in the future. That 
much, at least, is clear.

Russell Watson. Symphony Hall, Birmingham 

A PACKED Symphony flail erupted into hero worship for Russell 
Watson as ‘The People’s Tenor’ was given a standing ovation before 
even singing a note. 

In his own words, the welcome he received gave him goosebumps. 

Watson skipped and danced onto the stage, looking fit and well, with 
no hint of the health problems that have dogged him recently. Classics 
from some of his earlier albums, along with numbers from his most 
recent release, La Voce, were all delivered with incredible energy, 
drama and passion. 

Backed by an incredible 40-piece orchestra and wonderful singers, 
‘The Voice’ opened with Somewhere from West Side Story and went on 
to present a good mixture of arias, along with covers of popular songs. 

Nessun Dorma was breathtaking while Mary Jess, winner of China’s 
version of the X Factor joined him for songs from the Phantom of the 
Opera.

The Essence of Ireland, Grand Theatre, Wolverhampton 

IRISH eyes were smiling at the Grand Theatre for the fabulous 
Essence Of Ireland show. 

The audience could not fail to be mesmerised by a good mixture of 
infectious traditional music together with a touch of Irish craic and 
spectacular dancing. 

The crowd’s love of the music was immediately obvious from the 
opening performance of an outstanding lone girl playing the fiddle. 
Exploding onto the stage like thunder, the magnificent sound of the 
awesome dancers’ taps had the hairs on the back of my neck standing 
on end.There was not a sound to be heard from the audience as they 
listened for every click of the dancers’ never still feet. 

Energetic, graceful dance routines with incredible high kicks and 
flicks were breathtaking and performed with such perfect timing. A 
superb live band provided foot-tapping music for The Wild Rover, Molly 
Malone,Galway Girl and The Irish Rover. Solos of the emotional Danny 
Boy, the beautiful theme from Titanic and Westlife’s You Raise Me Up 
received rapturous applause before a standing ovation followed three 
encores.

Macbeth. Royal Shakespeare Theatre 

DIRECTOR Michael Boyd’s version of 
Macbeth is a bloody exploration of evil, 
ambition and guilt with a powerful central 
performance from Jonathan Slinger as the 
selfish tyrant. 

This first production in the transformed 
Royal Shakespeare Theatre at Stratford- 
upon-Avon makes full use of the ‘thrust’ 
stage, on three sides surrounded by the 
audience, which is a larger version of the gal- 
leried Courtyard Theatre which was the 
Royal Shakespeare Company's home in 
recent years. 

Actors enter from all angles, dangling from 
the ceiling, erupting from under the stage, 
running through the audience, or via 
smashed stained glass windows in Tom 
Piper’s impressive ruined, cannon-blasted 
church set, where piles of debris smoulder 
and religious icons have been defaced. It 
suggests a time of turmoil and danger. 

The distant thuds of explosive-like drums 
and the minimal notes from the trio of cellists 
provide a menacing soundscape and the 
pseudo-Elizabethan and leather costumes 
are effective. 

Enter Macbeth, victor in the Scottish civil 
wars, who takes a supernatural prophecy as 
his cue to murder his king and claim the 
crown for himself, after the encouragement 
of his wife. 

Not that Slinger’s Macbeth needed much 
encouragement. 

He is a smiling devil whose doubts and 


brief regrets are more to do with cowardice 
than human kindness or empathy. His wife 
knows this and it is she who is driven insane 
by guilt. Aislin McGuckin as Lady Macbeth 
gives a harrowing “out damned spot” scene. 

Slinger spits out Shakespeare’s lines with 
clarity and total conviction as the murdering 
tyrant, surely related to his memorable 
Richard III performed at Stratford a few years 
ago. 

Youngsters take a central role. The 
witches, the Weird Sisters, become instead 
the Weird Children, and make their first 
appearance hanging from the ceiling like 
corpses on a gallows as they sing their 
prophecies to Macbeth and Banquo. The 
effect is very eerie and the audience later 
learn exactly who these ghostly children are. 

Excellent support comes from the brawny 
tough guy Macduff of Aidan Kelly and Caro¬ 
line Martin as the bitter Lady Macduff. Scott 
Handy radiates sorrow as Ross, the appalled 
witness to Macbeth’s excess, and Howard 
Charles is gently impressive as the mild 
Malcolm, son of the murdered King Duncan, 
who finds enough steel in himself to take on 
Macbeth. 

This is a production brimming with ideas, 
of which some work and some don’t. Jamie 
Beamish’s firework antics, as Seyton the 
gatekeeper, are baffling. Also, a scene with a 
multitude of dangling dolls to represent 
Banquo's heirs looks more Cabbage Patch 
than voodoo vision. 

But the banquet scene is a triumph, Steve 
Toussaint’s very physical ghost of the 
powerful dreadlocked Banquo comes 
crashing through a door to reduce 
Macbeth to a gibbering wreck. 

This is a play in which the dead will 
not lie down. Then the scene is 
repeated without the ghost to show 
just how demented Macbeth must 
seem to his guests. 

Be warned, the scene in which the 
throats of Macduff’s children are slit as 
their watching mother is throttled is 
horrifying, but such an atrocity should 
be seen as horrifying. 

Slinger’s Macbeth seems to tire of 
his own malicious, duplicitous nature, 
musing upon death from his perch 
atop a ladder thrust out of the stage as 
his enemies close in. 

In a world where smiling tyrants still 
cling to power via assassination and 
massacre, Macbeth remains relevant 
and fresh, and will remain so as long 
as men fall prey to “vaulting ambition”. 
Macbeth continues at the Royal 
Jonathan Slinger and Aislin McGuckin as the Shakespeare Theatre until October 6. 



Fantastic Mr Fox the opera. Grand Theatre. Wolverhampton 

ENGLISH Touring Opera aims to encourage a young audience to expe¬ 
rience opera with this adaptation of Roald Dahl’s farmyard tale, first per¬ 
formed in California in 1998. A barely half full theatre for this one nighter 
suggests they have some way to go in achieving this. 

However, 20 local youngsters had their first experience of appearing in 
an opera with children from Wolverhampton’s East Park Junior and 
Woden Primary schools playing fox cubs and trees. 

The witty libretto by Donald Sturrock and Tobias Picker’s music, a mix 
of bucolic Vaughan Williams-lite incidental music and operatic pastiche, 
deserved a bigger audience. 

It was good to have an orchestra in the Grand’s pit, though they some¬ 
times overpowered the vocals meaning lyrics were lost, despite selective 
surtitles shown on TV screens in the theatre’s boxes. 

Nicholas Merryweather was a swaggering Mr Fox complete with Rod 
Stewart-esque 70s hairstyle. Impressive vocal performances came from 
Miriam Sharrad’s Mrs Fox, Welsh soprano Catrine Kirkman’s lonely Miss 
Hedgehog, Carlyl Hughes’ prancing Rita Rat and mezzo soprano Fiona 
Kimm as the Valkyrie-like digging machine Agnes. 

But there was a feeling of anti-climax as the story seemed to fizzle 
out. It was Mediocre Mr Fox. LEON BURAKOWSKI

Katie Melua, Symphony Hall, Birmingham 

THE little lady in black showed she is a performer of enormous talent 
and contrast, switching seamlessly between rock chick, torch singer 
and playful songstress. Appearing first as a disembodied voice with her 
hit Closest Thing To Crazy the crystal clear tone of the Georgian singer 
sliced across the hall until it finally split the curtain to reveal the star 
looking both sexy and the innocent, girl next door.

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Baggies hitman 
wants to stay at

PETER ODEMWINGIE has revealed he is 
willing to extend his Albion contract as Roy 
Hodgson refused to rule out a move for Fulham’s 
Andy Johnson. 

Odemwingie’s stunning debut season in the 
Premier League has seen him linked with summer 
moves away from The Hawthorns. 

But the Nigeria international, who is effectively tied to the 
Baggies for two more years, has again pledged his future to 
the club and invited the prospect of talks about extending his 
deal. 

“I still have a contract but maybe after this season we can 
have a talk,” said the 29-year-old. “I have one year left plus 
one-year’s option. 

“I am performing well and maybe drawing attention to 
myself. But we are staying up and I am happy.

Meanwhile, Hodgson declined to dismiss weekend reports 
linking him with a move for Johnson, who was a key member 
of his successful Fulham side. 

“Andy Johnson for me is a wonderful player and a wonder¬ 
ful person,” said Hodgson, who is looking to fine tune his 
squad in the summer. 

Paul Scharner thanked his Albion team mates for bailing 
him out after his red card left them battling Villa with 10 
men. 

He said: “I don’t have any complaints. I think it was a 
second yellow card and that was the wrong time to get my 
first red card in the English game. 

“But the team did really well and I am a happy man now. 
It didn’t bother them when I got sent off and we fought back.”

Fans’ joy on day to remember 


WITH one piece of inspiration, 
Youssouf Mulumbu brought 26 
years of hurt for the Albion 
faithful. 

Such was the eruption of joy 
inside The Hawthorns as history 
was made, even Roy Hodgson got 
caught up in the moment. 

The Baggies boss turned from the 
pitch, spied wife Sheila in the direc¬ 
tors’ box and blew her a kiss. 

A shared experience of ecstasy for 
more than 20,000 delirious souls 
became a tender personal moment for 
Hodgson. His was a quiet gesture that 


screamed of sweet vindication. 

For Albion and their fans, 
Mulumbu’s goal brought the pleasure 
of Premier League survival and the 
unbridled joy of victory over Villa that 
no-one at the club had experienced in a 
generation. 

For Hodgson, the thrilling late 
winner brought all that and much 
more. After a season that saw a solid 
three-decade resume torn apart in just 
six months on Merseyside, his efforts 
in 11 weeks at Albion have restored his 
standing among the football public. 

And as his side played out the tense 
final moments of Saturday’s match to
